Pursuant to law, at the hour of 12:00 noon, the House of Representatives 
of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana was called to order 
by the Honorable C. T. Stewart, Secretary of the State of Montana. 

At the request of Secretary of State, Rev. C. H. Frady offered an invoca- 
tion.

or other valuable things for the performance or non-performance of any act or 
duty pertaining to my office other than the compensation allowed by law—so 
help me, God.” !

On motion of Mason of Missoula, the Chief Clerk was instructed to cast 
forty-nine votes for the list of officers and employees of the House named by the 
Democratic caucus, and forty-six votes for the list of officers and employees 
named by the Republican caucus, and that those named by the Democratic caucus 
be declared elected and sworn in by Mr. Speaker. 

On motion of McMahon of Silver Bow, Mr. Speaker appointed a committee 
of three consisting of McMahon, Kehoe and Higgins to notify the Senate that the 
House was duly organized and ready for business. 

Committee reported having performed its duty. 

On motion of Blake of Deer Lodge, Mr. Speaker appointed a committee of 
three, consisting of Blake, Belden and Weil, to notify the Governor the House was 
duly organized and ready to receive any communications he desired to offer. 

The committee reported having notified His Excellency, the Governor. His 
Excellency notified the committee that he would be pleased to address the Fif- 
teenth Legislative Assembly in the Chamber of the House at 12:00 o’clock noon. 

On motion of Mason of Missoula, the Rules of the House and House Joint 
Rules of the Fourteenth Legislative Assembly were accepted as the Rules and 
Joint Rules of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly until the Committee on Rules 
and Joint Rules should report. 

On motion, the Speaker was authorized to appoint a stenographer and page 
for his own personal services. 

On motion of Blake of Deer Lodge, the Speaker was empowered to appoint 
a committee of three to act with a like committee of the Senate in the employ- 
ment of assistants to the regular postmaster in the Capitol building. 

On motion of McMahon of Silver Bow, the Sergeant-at-Arms was instructed 
to keep the center doors of the House Chamber closed during the session of the 


~ House. 


On motion of Blake, the House adjourned until 11:45 A. M. Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 2, 1917.

SECOND DAY 


Tuesday, January 2, 1917. 
House met at 11:45 o’clock A. M., pursuant to adjournment. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 
Prayer by the Chaplain. 
On roll call all members present except Eliel and Davis. 
Mr. Speaker appointed the following committee, Belden, Carll and Murray, 
to notify the Senate that the House awaited its pleasure to listen to His Excel- 
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lency, the Governor’s, message. The committee reported that Senate would meet 
in joint session with the House immediately. 

At 12:05 P. M. the Honorable Senate appeared at the bar of the House and 
was duly introduced and received. The Joint Assembly was presided over by the 
Honorable W. W. McDowell, President of the Senate. 

The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Senate, and the Chief, Clerk 
of the House called the roll of the House, and announced that a quorum was 
present. 

The Chair appointed Senator Edwards, Representatives Higgins and Mc- 
Mahon, as a committee to notify His Excellency, Governor 8. V. Stewart, that 
the Joint Assembly was in session and awaiting his pleasure. 

Governor Stewart appeared at the bar of the House, was escorted to the 
platform, introduced to the Assembly, whereupon he proceeded to deliver the fol- 
lowing message to the Joint Assembly: ) 

“Ladies and Gentlemen of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly : 
“The Governor shall at the beginning of each session, and from time to time, 


by message, give the Legislative Assembly information of the condition of the 


State, and shall recommend such measures as he shall deem expedient.” 

These are’ the words of the Constitution of Montana. They are plain and 
explicit *1d I cheerfully obey their mandate. The disposition to be made of the 
recommendations is wholly within your discretion. The. Governor has imposed 
upon him the duty of suggesting and is given the power of final consideration 


within certain limits. The task of formulating the needed measure and of weigh- 


ing the different constituent elements of each is wholly yours. You are the build- 
ers and the makers of legislation. The Governor suggests what to him seems a 
fit subject of legislation and you return to him a completed law which he must 
approve or reject in its entirety. While the Constitution arbitrarily separates 
the field of our respective endeavors, permit me to suggest to you that there is 
still much opportunity for co-operation, and that I stand ready to join you in 
everything contemplated for the betterment of Montana and her citizens. 

In this regular session there will be much of routine and a very considerable 
amount of uninteresting matter for your ultimate action. Nevertheless there will 
be full opportunity for the consideration of many matters of absorbing interest 
and prime importance to the State and to the people. Within the period that has 
elapsed since the Fourteenth Assembly convened our State has made remarkable 
strides in the process of her development. Today Montana is bigger and better 
in her every element than ever before. Her resources have developed and in- 
creased in value; her institutions have grown in importance and effectiveness; her 
citizens have multiplied and the standard of citizenship has attained such a degree 
of excellence as to find favor in the esteem of all those who respect civic virtues 
and cherish high ideals of morality. 

The recent years have brought many people to our State, and good crops, 
‘high prices and general business conditions have contributed to the individual 
prosperity of our populace. New burdens have come with increased population, 
burdens that more than outweigh the consequent increase in the income of the 
State. We should not forget that the taxable value of our property is greatly re- 
stricted when compared with the vast area over which. we are compelled to ad- 
minister government. ‘Therefore our first and greatest care should be to provide 
adequately for the needs of the State government without imposing an undue 
burden upon the people in this time when the needs and necessities of the citizen 
are most acute. 

It is not my purpose to burden you with a long message or to make many 


recommendations for your consideration. While I shall touch upon some mat-— 


ters that are in my opinion fit subjects of legislation, I want to impress upon 
you at the very outset of this session that the prime and paramount duty now 
before you has to do with matters of State finance. 


The present activities of the State are numerous and they are today absorb- 


ing more money than the ordinary revenues are providing. Since the formation 
of State Government in Montana the State has been practically run on credit 
from year to year. This has been accomplished through the payment of the cur- 
rent expenses for a given year from the amount collected in taxes for that year. 


State warrants have not gone unpaid, by reason of the use of the permanent school 
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and institutional funds in the purchase of these warrants. The warrants have 
been carried in the school funds until taxpaying time in the fall and then the tax 
money, augmented by the other income of the State, has generally” been sufficient 
to take up the warrants and start the State off even for another year. This cus- 
tom has been pursued for many years. It has always been more or less disturbed 
by the constantly increasing demand for appropriations and the corresponding dis- 
position on the part of the Legislative Assembly to make appropriations regardless 
of the estimated income for the forthcoming appropriation period. 


OVER-APPROPRIATIONS. 


Four years ago when this administration took over the affairs of govern- 
ment and the Thirteenth Session began its work, there was in the State Treasury 
the sum of $243,100.39. Warrants had to be taken over by the school fund soon 
after the adjournment of the session. That Assembly made appropriations that 
were at least $300,000.00 in excess of the estimated income of the State for. that 
period. By strict economy and care on the part of the State Board of Exam- 
iners, even in the face of unusual expenditures in the Butte trouble, the State 
treasury showed a balance of $56,645.18 on January 1, 1915. 

Then came the Legislative Session of that year, and all estimates were shat- 
tered. At the beginning of the session the State Atiditor estimated that the 
probable necessary expenditures for the forthcoming two years would outrun the 
income by about $66,000.00. 

In his estimate the auditor approximated the’ expenses of the Fourteenth 
Legislative Assembly at $140,000.00, whereas such expenses actually aggregated 
$155,423.30. It is interesting to note in this connection the steady increase in 
the cost of the Legislative sessions. The session of 1909 cost $73,729.22; that 
Of 1911 cost $105,224.90; that of 1913, $130,972.40; and the 1915 session the 
ee ene. pre of ve 423. 30. - part of this increase ae Pe tae 
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The State Auditor did not include in his pre-session estimate the very con- 
siderable appropriations made for the Panana-Pacific Exposition exhibits, the 
maintenance of the compensation department, the new Farm Loan department, or 
the money paid for stock slaughtered by reason of foot-and-mouth disease. Neither 
did he take into consideration the fact that the Legislative Assembly provided 
larger sums for certain specified purposes than he had deemed necessary. 

It is sufficient for me to advise you here that in my opinion the Legislative 
appropriations aggregated at» the very least a half million dollars more than the 
estimated income. My estimate given in a statement conveyed to the Secretary 
of State with the general appropriation bills placed the possible deficit at $569,- 
238.96, while a subsequent estimate by the State Auditor placed the amount at 
about $700,000. With that burden of excess appropriations the State Board of 
Examiners began to work along the line of retrenchment. Many savings have 
been made and as a result some of the departments and all of the State institu- 
tions have been deprived of much needed financial support. ‘Today the deficit is 
only $184,595.12. This is the amount of warrants in the school fund that could 
not be taken up with the tax and other money available. 


LIQUOR LICENSE REVENUES. 


A consideration of this matter brings us face to face with another financial 
problem. The State’s revenue from liquor licenses has fallen off very consider- 
ably in the last two years. The income from this source was about $40,000.00 
less for 1916 than for 1914. This was no doubt due to the prohibition legislation. 
It is fair to assume that the loss will be greater in 1917 and 1918, and we know 
that the income from that source will entirely cease at the end of 1918. It is a 
very considerable sum, being $346,784.91 in 1916, and some provision should be 
made to compensate the general fund on account of the loss... 


In this connection I do not want to be understood as deploring the situation ; 
rather would I commend the people for the advanced step along the lines of civic 
betterment and moral refinement, even though it has affected the revenues of the 
State. 
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Taxes have not. increased in volume as rapidly as could be expected. Most of 
our new settlers are homesteaders and people of limited means. ‘They will be 
taxpayers in time, but today we are confronted by the fact that but thirty-five 
per cent of our lands are actually vested in private or corporate ownership and 
consequently taxable. Large areas will remain permanently in government own- 
ership, but very considerable quantities will pass to private ownership and become 
taxable in the near future. : 

Complaint has been made of our tax system. It is not perfect and it is un- 
likely that any perfect system could be devised. Our interests are as conflicting 
as our industries are varied. In this situation we are fortunate and nevertheless 
perplexed. The subject of taxation is a large and a difficult one. I respectfully 
suggest that the subject will consume more time than is at your disposal and that 
it should have expert investigation. ‘lo that end J recommend that you create a 
non-partisan commission to be charged with the duty of fully investigating the 
whole subject of taxation in Montana, and fully authorized to draft a suitable 
constitutional amendment and statutory laws for the adequate and fair distribu- 
tion of the burdens of taxation, for submission to the next session of the Assem- 
bly. It should not be forgotten, however, that there must be some provision for 
immediate revenue and that the realization of the plan just suggested will not 
meet the exigencies of the present occasion. 

The adoption by the people at the last general election of a Constitutional 
amendment enlarging the powers and authority of the State and County Boards 
of Equalization will no doubt contribute in some degree to the relief of the ~resent 
situation. 


CONSOLIDATION OF OFFICES. 


In view of the general financial condition of the State it would seem unwise 
to create many new departments or offices. The people are not demanding more 
public officials, but rather they are insisting upon a higher degree of efficiency 
on the part of those already existing in the performance of their duties. I am 
convinced that a saving may be made in the transaction of the State’s business 
by an adjustment and consolidation of some of the existing departments. 

The Compensation or Industrial Accident department has fully justified its 
creation. It has performed a most important service for the people of Montana 
in an efficient and economical manner. The first aim of this department em- 
bodies the idea of safety. That being the case, I respectfully suggest that all 
departments having to do with safety inspection should be merged into the Com- 
pensation department. This should include the Bojler Inspector's department, 
the Quartz Mine Inspector’s department, and the Coal Mine Ingpector’s depart- 
ment. Your attention is respectfully directed to this matter. - 

The experience of the past two years has demonstrated the necessity for cer- 
tain amendments to the existing Compensation law. I think that some of these 
amendments are essential and should be adopted. hey are plainly set forth in 
the reports of the Board, which reports will be submitted to you for your careful 
consideration. : , 

Another economy may be effected by merging the State Board. of Stock Com- 
missioners, the State Board of Sheep Commissioners and the State Livestock 
Sanitary Board into one body. The new board should be of limited membership 
in order to make it both economical and effective. 

It is also possible to effect another saving in the consolidation of the Weights 
and Measures department and the State Board of Health. 


Experience has taught that no good purpose can be served by too many 
boards or departments. Investigation will no doubt result in the formation of a 
comprehensive plan for the administration of the different matters now handled 
by these various boards. 


STATE PURCHASING AGENT. . 


Many of the states have provided a Purchasing Agent or a Purchasing depart- 
ment, with full power and authority to make purchases of all supplies required by 
the State. Experience in those states has developed the fact that great economies 
may be accomplished by buying all State supplies in quantities and by the em- 
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ployment of men expert in the purchasing of the required commodities. The sub- 
ject is well worthy of your attention. 


| PRINTING. 


Two years ago it was my pleasure to direct the attention of the Legislative 
Assembly to matters of printing. I take this occasion to again remark that much 
unnecessary printing is required under the terms of the primary and eléction 
statutes now in force in the State of Montana. Other and further economies may 
also be effected by the amendment of the statutes having to do with public print- 
ing. . 

PRIMARY LAW. 


The Primary Law should be simplified and the matter of alphabetical ar- 
_rangement of names on bailots abolished. I do not believe the people would ap- 
prove ahy measure attempting to abolish the principle of the primary law, but 
they will certainly welcome any amendment that will make it less expensive and 
less cumbersome. 


GOOD ROADS. 


Suitable legal provision should be made to enable the State to enjoy the bene- 
fits df the new national good roads law. The law governing our State depart- 
ments should be shaped to meet the exigencies of the occasion. In this I would 
respectfully urge that the provisions of our State law having to do with the licens- 

~ ing of motor vehicles be so amended as to impose the burden of furnishing num- 
ber plates upon the State and compel the payment of all moneys and fees collected 
in that behalf into the State treasury. 


The law should further fix the responsibility of the enforcement of the pro- 
visions having to do with registration upon the Highway Commission. Many 
vehicles have been escaping registration and consequent payment of the fee by 
reason of the fact that it is apparently the particular business of no one to com- 
pel strict compliance. 


STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


The reports of those in charge of the different State institutions will be be- 
fore you for your careful consideration. These reports give the details of the in- 
stitutional growth, progress and condition at considerable length. It is sufficient 
for me to say to you at this time that all of the institutions of the State are in a 
thriving condition and are growing beyond expectation. The great difficulty in 
all instances is lack of financial support to justify adequate development. Some 
new buildings have been erected at the penal, charitable and such kindred institu- 
tions, whereas the educational institutions have been denied the opportunity to 
enjoy the same expansion. 

In the view of the State officers and board members the first obligation was 
toward the poor unfortunates, the dependents of the State, those for whose com- 
fort and welfare we must provide within the State. Invidious comparisons have 
been made between the amount of money spent by the State for the care of the 
insane, the criminals, the orphans, the wayward and the deficient on the one hand 
and the amount spent in the cause of higher education on the other hand. Our 
answer is that while both causes are twentieth-century necessities the former is 
the more pressing and must have first consideration. It is to be regretted that 
there are not sufficient funds available to satisfy the needs of all.

CHANCELLORSHIP SYSTEM. 


Under the Chancellorship system now in effect we have systematized the 
work of the educational institutions and have adopted a budget system. You will 
have the benefit of this system in the matter of considering appropriations for the 
greater University and its constituent parts. The experience of a little less than 
a year has proven that we are attaining a higher degree of efficiency and getting 
better results for the money expended than was possible under the old system. 
In the selection of a Chancellor we secured a man of eminent standing in the edu- 
cational world, and our system is attracting the attention of educators every- 
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where. I am sure that your best efforts will be given to the matter of financing 
this system and developing it in its various features. 

This budget system should be utilized in the handling of the financial affairs 
of the other State institutions and should ultimately come into general use in all 
of the State departments. 

At the State University of Missoula the attendance has almost doubled in the 
last four years. No new buildings have been erected, although the capacity of 
the plant was overtaxed without the increased attendance. 


Within the past few weeks a very disastrous fire occurred at the College of 
Agriculture and Meehanic Arts. The chemical laboratory was destroyed, together 
with much of the contents thereof. There was some insurance, but not nearly 
enough to make the State whole. With the loss of this building the conditions 
at Bozeman are likewise crowded. 


The fact is that all of the educational plants have been more than taxed to - 
their capacity, and some relief must come or the cause of higher education in 
Montana will suffer considerable injury. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


The State Industrial School at Miles City is in first-class shape. The last 
Assembly provided for the purchase of more land. One hundred and sixty acres 
were bought and added to the tract. It has given the management an opportunity 
to employ the boys, and splendid results have been obtained. The institution is 
sadly over-crowded. Recently there were 106 boys and 37 girls therein. Boys 
and girls should not be kept together under such circumstances. This institution 
would accommodate the wayward boys of the State without difficulty, but it is 
not possible to handle the boys and girls together and get even moderate results. 
The superintendent and local board advise me that land may be obtained near 
the present institution and buildings erected for the accommodation of the girls, 
and the same handled under the present management at a minimum cost. It 
seems absolutely necessary that there be an institution for girls. The suggestion 
of the local management seems to me reasonable and if adopted will no doubt 
make for economy and efficiency. — 


HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


The number of insane hag increased in proportion to our population. Four 
years ago there were 851 inmates at the State Hospital. At the close of the 
fiscal year, November 30 last, there were 1067 inmates. The capacity of this in- 
stitution is also sadly overtaxed. It is only a question of time when we must 
~ have another institution. Just what can be done at this time I cannot advise 
you, but I do respectfully call your attention to the existing’ conditions, that you 
may give to the question such thought and attention as may be possible. 


STATE PRISON. 


The number of inmates of the State prison also has been very largely in- 
creased. However, the fact that we are able to work a good many of the pris- 
oners on the outside hag relieved the situation very appreciably. The warden 
advises me that the indeterminate sentence law enacted by the last Legislative 
Assembly has resulted in increasing the number of prisoners. This is due to the 
fact that a great many of the district judges of the State have failed to properly 
interpret the spirit of the law, in that they have fixed the maximum and minimum 
sentences so nearly together that it results in the defeat of the-object sought to be 
attained. ; 


Under the old system of inflicting a flat sentence a prisoner could ordinarily 
be paroled after having served half of the sentence. The new law provides that 
the prisoner shall not be paroled until he has served the minimum of his sentence. 
In the case of a sentence of not less than four years and eleven months nor more 
_ than five years it is. readily discerned that no parole is possible, because the good 
time that the statute contemplates for exemplary conduct will terminate the sen- 
tence before a parole may intervene. Many such sentences as the one indicated 
have been imposed. I would suggest that there should be an amendment to the

indeterminate sentence act in order to hold the maximum and minimum penalties 
farther apart. 

The last session of the Assembly provided for a bond issue of $100,000.00 
for buildings at the Hospital for the Insane and the Tuberculosis Sanitarium. 


- The money has been expended and very substantial and modern buildings have 


been erected at both institutions. 


OTHER STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


It is my very great pleasure to report that all of the State institutions, the 
ones already mentioned, the Orphans’. Home at Twin Bridges, the School for the 
Deaf and Blind at Boulder, and the Soldiers’ Home at Columbia Falls, are for- 
tunate in that the management in each instance is capable and efficient. 


STATE FAIR. 


The State Fair has prospered during the past two years, although there has 
been a slight falling away of revenue by reason of the abolition of racetrack 
gambling. However, I am prepared to say to you at this time that no more 
beneficial or acceptable reform has been accomplished in. the State of Montana 
than that which forever abolished racetrack gambling in the State. 


NATIONAL GUARD. 


In the executive message of two years ago mention was made of the service 


‘rendered the State of Montana by the National Guard in the matter of the Butte 


disturbances. Since that time the Guard has again distinguished itself, but in a 
different field of service. The regiment has been developed, augmented in numbers 
and drilled to such an extent that in the service it was called upon to perform 
on the border the officers and men were the subject of much commendatory men- 
tion and notice. You should not forget to give to the National Guard of Mon- 
tana a full measure of credit and such substantial support as may be found nec- 
essary and possible. 


EXPOSITIONS. 


Mention has already been made herein of the fact that the Fourteenth As- 
sembly made appropriations for exhibits at the expositions at San Francisco and 
San Diego. This money was well expended. It gave to Montana much favor- 
able advertising and resulted in the capture by the State of the grand prizes for 
cereals and apples, as well as the award of many medals to our citizens. This 
expenditure and consequent advertisement of our resources and products has con- 
tributed very materially to the splendid growth of the State. 


FARM LOANS. 


Montana is rapidly becoming an agricultural State. Our farming popula- 
tion will become more and more important as time goes on. In order that the_ 
farming industry and those engaged in agricultural pursuits may prosper they 
must have cheap money and low interest rates. This has been a subject of legis- 
lative consideration in both Nation and State. Two years ago in my regular 
message I called attention to the fact that suitable legislation should be enacted 
to admit of loaning the State school funds. Since that time the Supreme Court 
of the State has held that these funds may be legally loaned under the existing 
law. However, that law as construed by the Supreme Court does not go further 
than to vest in the State Board of Land Commissioners the right to make loans 
from the funds, taking real estate mortgages as security. 

It seems to me that this Assembly should define the terms and conditions 
under which these loans may be made. The State school fund is*a sacred trust. 
Losses occurring must be made good from the general fund. Too much care 
cannot be exercised in the investment of this trust fund of the children of the 
State of Montana. We are all anxious to bring the cheaper money and the low 
interest rates to the farmers. In my message of two years ago I made this state- 
ment: 

“T am satisfied that a certain amount of this money can be utilized to ad- 
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vantage in making farm loans. With our growing population the amount of 
money available will not perhaps satisfy the needs or the demands of the borrow- 
ers, but it may tend to regulate interest rates and promote better conditions with 
regard to farm credits.” | 

I am still firmly of that opinion. The new National Rural Credits Act will 
bring a considerable degree of relief along the lines just mentioned. The benefits 
of that act, taken in connection with a proper handling of the State funds ought 
to bring much prosperity to the agricultural interests of the State. 

In view of the growing importance along agricultural lines your attention 
is respectfully called to the necessity for co-operation by the farmers of Montana. 
Suitable laws should be enacted to promote successful business Go-operation in the 
conduct of elevators, creameries and similar enterprises, and for the formation 
of marketing associations. There should be a course established in the Agricul- 
tural College for the training of the youth ‘along the line of farm and co-operative 
management. 

GRAIN INSPECTION LAW. 


The grain inspection law should be so amended as to define the term ‘unfair 
practices” and provide adequate punishment therefor. Our State law should’ be 
made to co-ordinate with the new Federal grain-grading law. 


STATE HAIL INSURANCE. 


Suitable provision should be made for State hail insurance at actual cost, the 
money to be raised upon the same principal as is employed in raising money for 
livestock indemnity and bounty purposes, the administration of the law to be car- 
ried out by the present officers of the State and counties. This may require a 
constitutional amendment, but if so it should nevertheless be accomplished. : 


COMPENSATION FOR SLAUGHTERED STOCK. 


Much time, much money and effort have been devoted to the upbuilding of 
the dairy industry in Montana. Our Dairy department has done much toward 
raising the standard of the dairies and their products. ‘The importation of thor- 
oughbred dairy stock has played an important part in this matter also. Although 
considerable tuberculosis has developed in the imported herds, it would seem that 
our present statute providing for the compensation of owners of destroyed tuber- 
cular stock is not broad enough or liberal enough to adequately compensate the 
owners of high-priced and blooded dairy stock. Your attention is respectfully 
called to this condition, in order that the dairy industry in the State may be en- 
couraged and developed. 


STATE OWNED TERMINAL ELEVATORS. 


Farmers in the grain-raising sections of the country are all interested in 
State owned terminal elevators. Montana is now a great grain growing State, 
but we are only in the infancy of production. We should not delay making pro- 
vision for the handling of the crops of the future. I would suggest the importance 
of legal provisions to admit of the State building terminal elevators when the ne- 
cessity arises. : 


STATE FIRE INSURANCE. 


The matter of State fire insurance for the buildings and improvements now 
owned by the State is respectfully called to your attention. 


BOUNTIES. : 
7 ‘The experience of the last few years indicates that bounty reforms are nec- 
essary. This State is paying a great deal of money for bounties that might pos- 


sibly be saved if it were not for the fact that our bounty allowances are in excess 
of those of our neighboring States. 


CONGRESSIONAL .DISTRICTS. 


Your attention is respectfully directed to the necessity for dividing the State 
of Montana into Congressional districts. 
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ELECTION LAWS. 


Much benefit has been. derived from the Absent Voter law enacted by the last 
_ Assembly. It has been suggested that the law could be made broader in its terms 
in order to admit of the voting of those physically unable to reach the polls. 


ENROLLED MILITIA. 


Complying with the provisions of the Statutes, I have the honor to advise 


you that, according to the returns of the County Assessors of the several counties 


of the State, the number of able-bodied male citizens qualified for the performance 
of military duty is 71,179.

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CONCLUSION. 


In closing permit me to suggest to you that partisanship should have little 
part in our deliberations. While we were all eleeted on tickets having political 
party designations, I am sure that we all realize that party solidarity was rudely 
shattered in Montana, as elsewhere in the United States, on November seventh 
last. The ultimate object of all government is efficiency. The people exercised 
a degree of discrimination in the selection of this Legislative body. It cannot be 
said to have been a political discrimination, but rather a personal one. 

It is very evident that a record of party loyalty will not serve as a substi- 
tute for personal and official efficiency. The people of the various counties will 
not sit around their firesides this winter and gloat over the fact that you are fol- 
lowing the party leader and voting consistently for party measures only. ‘There 
are no party measures, and the people know it. The people want results—some | 
non-partisan, ordinary workaday results without any party label, but sufficiently 


plain and homely to be of service to them as individuals rather than to the poli- 


ticians. If you are to give forth such results you must for the time forget all 
other considerations save the State and her citizens. 
With this central thought in mind I extend to you a most cordial invitation 


‘to join hands and unite our efforts in the splendid cause of legislating for the 


whole people. If our efforts are to succeed, we shall need to be diligent, studious, 
conservative and constructive. May we with confident . assurance indulge the 


hope that the results may justify our fondest expectations.

This suggestion will be a great saving to the State at large, as it would place 
the administrative officials of the departments mentioned to economize. As at 
the present time they have virtually an unlimited expense, whereas, all other de- 
partments are held strictly to the amount of their appropriation.

For same reasons actuating in Baker’s case, 
sentence was on June 24, 1916, commuted to not less than two years nor more 
than five years. 

-James A. Taylor—Committed from Fergus County June 12, 1914, for five 
years, for grand larceny. Sentence was on June 24, 1916, commuted to not less 
than two nor more than five years, in order to give che prisoner the benefit of the 
indeterminate sentence law. 

Frank and Tom Belgrade—Committed from Cascade County. September 25, 
1915, for two to two and one-half years each, for grand larceny. On account of 
the youth of the prisoners, and having in mind the sentence imposed upon the 
third party to the offense, who was the real offender, sentence was on August 1, 
1916, commuted to not less than one year nor more than two and one-half years. 

C. J. Collins—Committed from Silver Bow County April 19, 1915, for two 
years, for passing a fictitious check. He made a good record in prison and at 
the road camps, and on August 7, 1916, sentence was commuted to not less. than 
one year nor more than two years. 


: George Hibben—Committed from Valley County November 30, 1915, for not 
less than one year nor more than three years, for assault in second degree. Be- 
cause of the condition of his family it was believed best to intervene in Hibben’s 
case and on August 28, 1916, sentence was commuted to not less than nine months 
nor more than three years. 


Ed. Romstad—Committed from Cascade County January 30, 1916, for not 
less than one year nor more than eighteen months, for burglary. Upon consider- 
ation of the destitute condition of the prisoner’s family and the recommendation 
of the county attorney, sentence was on September 26, 1916, commuted to not 
less than six months nor more than eighteen months. 


Frank Smith—Committed from Cascade County April 19, 1916, for not less 
than three nor more than five years, for burglary. Smith was suffering from 
pulmonary tuberculosis in an advanced stage, and on October 30, 1916, sentence 
was commuted to end on the second day of November, 1916, in order that the 
prisoner might be taken from the State. 


CONDITIONAL COMMUTATIONS. 


John Flynn—Committed from Fergus County March 3, 1904, for life, for 
murder in second degree. Flynn’s record as a _ prisoner was excellent and the 
warden and many citizens of Fergus County recommended clemency. On March 
23, 1915, sentence was commuted to twenty years, upon condition that Flynn 
should forever refrain from the use of intoxicating liquors. ~ 

James Miller—Committed from Missoula County May 16, 1914, for five 
years, for attempt to commit rape. On April 14, 1915, sentence was coumnicel 
to eighteen months, upon condition that the prisoner make reparation to the in- 
jured girl and refrain from intoxicants. 

R. A. Jones—Committed from Hill County March 3, 1913, for nine years, 
for white slavery. The judge and others interested in the case recommended 
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clemency, and on May 5, 1915, sentence was commuted to five years, upon condi- 
tion that Jones remain without the State. 

Cornelius Pratt—-Committed from Fergus County March 13, 1913, for ten 
years, for incest. Pratt was about seventy-two years old and in bad health, and 
was willing to leave the State. There being some doubt as to the old man’s guilt, 
on June 5, 1915, sentence was commuted to two and one- half years, on condition 
that Pratt should remain without the State. 

John Bauer—Committed from Sheridan County February 17, 1914, for seven 
and one-half years, for assault in first degree. The judge recommended clemency 
and on August 12, 1915, sentence was commuted to three years, on condition that 
Bauer refrain from the use of liquor. 

Robert West—Committed from Madison County October 18, 1911, for ten 
years, for assault in first degree. West proved a good prisoner, and on Decem- 
ber 4, 1915, sentence was commuted to eight years, on condition that he depart 
from and remain without the State. 

Frank Howard—Committed from Madison County October 18, 1911, for ten 
years, for burglary. For reasons given in the West case sentence was on Decem- 
ber 7, 1915, commuted to eight years, upon conditions similar to those imposed 
in the West case. 

Frank Purcell—Committed from Gallatin County October 27, 1905, for life, 
for murder in second degree. In consideration of his good record in prison, sen- 


tence was on December 7,°1915, commuted to twenty years, upon condition that - 
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Purcell upon his discharge should depart from and remain outside the State. 

Bartle Hayfield—Committed from Valley County April 6, 1912, for ten years, 
for burglary. He showed a disposition to reform, and on December 14, 1915, sen- 
tence was commuted to five years, upon condition that Hayfield should at once 
go to his family in Canada and thereafter remain without the State. 


Hugh M. Jones—Committed from Cascade County October 16, 1913, for ten 
years, for incest. Because of the destitute condition of his family, sentence was 
on January 11, 1916, commuted to four years, upon condition that Jones care for 
his family and refrain from the use of intoxicants. 


John Kinahan—Committed from Dawson County October 13, 1903, for life, 
for murder in second degree. He was a mere boy when convicted, came of a good 
family, and had been a good prisoner throughout his term. In order that he — 
might be given a chance to make good, sentence was on January 22, 1916, com- 
muted to twenty-two years, upon condition: that Kinahan return to Texas and 


look after his widowed mother and continue as a law abiding citizen. 


Walter Holden—Committed from Cascade County December 18, 1915, for 
from one to one and one-half years, for grand larceny. Upon recommendation of 
the judge and county attorney and others, sentence was on February 29, 1916, 
commuted so as to make the minimum sentence three months, upon condition that 
Holden should look after and provide for his family. 


W. M. Johnson—Committed from Valley County September 22, 1911, for 
twenty years, for assault in first degree. Upon recommendation of judge and 
county attorney, sentence was on March 26, 1916, commuted to eight years, upon 
condition that Johnson do not use intoxicating liquors. 


Frank Daems—Committed from Madison County June 17, 1913, for eight 
years, -for grand larceny. Upon recommendation of judge and county attorney, 
sentence was on March 17, 1916, commuted to five years, upon condition that 
Daems remain without the County of Madison. 


Eli Lumbardi—Committed from Silver Bow County February 8, 1911, for 
life, for murder in first degree. Upon recommendation of judge, sentence was on 
May 18, 1916, commuted to eight years, upon condition that Lumbardi be de- 
ported to his native country, Russia. 


Frank Williams No. 1—Committed from Gallatin County April 20, 1915, for 
not less than six nor more than ten years, for grand larceny. Williams was in a 
precarious condition physically, rendering an operation imperative. On June 24, 
1916, sentence was commuted to not less than one year nor more than thirteen 
months, upon condition that Williams be at once taken without the State and re- 


— main away therefrom.

The Lower House of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly wishes to express the 
thanks of the members for your message and to guarantee its good faith in the 
fulfillment of the recommendations toward economy and efficiency therein con- 
tained ; however, in order to carry out the recommendations for the consolidation 
and elimination of the various boards and officers, the House will of necessity 
require further, additional and more specific information concerning the details of 
our State affairs. 

In addition, it respectfully requests that you submit a complete plan for the 
reformation of our State departments as you wish the same to be accomplished, 
and respectfully asks that you advise us in detail what your wishes are, and how 
we may actually proceed so that we may do away with unnecessary expense and 
more thoroughly reform our State government. 

We feel that the experience you have had and the knowledge that you have 
gained as chief executive of the State of Montana for the past four years places 
you in better position to furnish these details than the members of the House, 
and in order that we may comply with your wishes and respond to the demand 
for economy by the people of this State, we trust that you will, as expeditiously 
as possible, furnish this desired information.

RESOLUTION RECOMMENDING AN AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTI-. 


TUTION OF THE UNITED STATES CONCERNING POLYGAMY. 

WHEREAS, It appears from investigation recently made by the Senate of 
the United States, and otherwise, that polygamy still exists in certain places in 
the United States notwithstanding prohibitory statutes enacted by the several 
States thereof, and 

WHERBAS, The practice of polygamy is generally condemned by the people 
of the United States, and there is a demand for the more effectual prohibition 
thereof by placing the subject under federal jurisdiction and control, and at the 
same time reserving to each State the right to make and enforce its own laws 
relating to marriage and divorce; now, therefore, “ 

RESOLVED, That the application be made and hereby is made under the 
provisions of Article V of the Constitution of the United States whereby polygamy 
and polygamous cohabitation shall be prohibited, and Congress shall be given 
power to enforce such prohibition by appropriate legislation. 

RESOLVED, That the Legislatures of all other States of the United States, 
now in session or when next convened, hereby are respectfully requested to join 
in this application by the adoption of this or an equivalent resolution. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Secretary of State hereby is directed to 
transmit copies of this application to the Senate and House of Representatives 


of the United States, and to the several members of said bodies representing this ~ 


State therein; also to transmit copies sherede to the Legislatures of all other 
States of the ‘United States.

WHEREAS, There are situate within the State of Montana, many large 
streams and natural power sites of magnitude and great potential possibilities, the 
early development of which, for the production of hydro-electric energy and other 
kindred uses, depends entirely, in large measure, on the attitude and action of the 
National Congress in connection therewith, now therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That we, the House of Representatives of the State of Mon- 
tana, respectfully ask, in connection with the water power Bill now under consid- 
eration in the Senate of the United States, for immediate legislation such as will 
permit, fully and freely, the development of water power in the streams and power 
sites on the public lands, and on the Indian reesrvations in Montana, under such 
rules and regulations as the Congress of the United States may prescribe.

The following report of the Special .Tax Committee was submitted. i 
Helena, Montana, February 9th, 1917. 
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Tr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the House of Representatives of the 
15th Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: . 
. We, your Committee, appointed under and by virtue of a certain resolution, 
duly passed by this House on the 12th day of January, 1917, as follows: 
WHERDAS, the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly is confronted with the imper- 
ative necessity of raising additional revenue to meet the growing needs of State 
; and 
WHEREAS, intelligent action should be predicated upon full and accurate 
information on the subject; now, therefore, 
BE IT RESOLVED, that a committee of five members of the House be ap- 
| a by the Speaker to inquire into and report to the House concerning the 
assessed valuation and tax paid on assessable property of all mines and mining 
industries, hydro-electric and power companies, lighting companies, express com- 
panies, telephone and telegraph companies, railroad companies, and sleeping car 
' companies, including all improvements belonging to such companies. 
rH RESOLVED, that said committee be, and is hereby authorized and empow Seon 
— to summon witnesses. and require the production of books, papers and records 
_ concerning said matter of inquiry. Said committee to make diligent inquiry and 
| report to the House not later than the twenty-fifth day of the present session. 
Beg leave to report to the House that in obedience to the order of he 
Speaker, in appointing us as such committee, we proceeded to organize by the 
selection of M. S. Gould as chairman of our committee, 
We immediately began a discharge of the duties, as suggested by the foregoing 
resolution, with all diligence at our command. We at once communicated with 
ach one of the County Assessors, in the forty-one counties of the State, request- 
ing that they supply us forthwith, with all information required by the before men- 
tioned resolution as to assessable property and the taxes paid thereon. 
_ We also procured an auditing department as comprehesive as it was possible 
for us to get within the time and under the circumstances of our appointment. 
We have held public hearings and investigated all of the books, reports, rec- 
ords and figures obtainable which would shed any light upon the assessed valua- 
‘tion and taxes paid, and properties owned by each of the industries mentioned in 
the resolution foregoing. 

‘For your consideration we submit herewith a full, complete, and we believe, a 
correct statement based on the best obtainable information of the results of our 
investigation. 

From the public hearings, which we have had and held, and from the mat- 
ters and facts disclosed by the sub-joined figures and statements, we have arrived 
at the conclusion that there exists in our State inequalitfes in matters of taxa- 
tion. 






























We had- before our committee assessors representing some twenty of the 
counties of our State, and from the testimony produced before us, we are of the 
‘opinion that there xists many inequalities in the matter of property assessments. 
We respectfully invite the attention of the State Board of Equalization to a full 
and careful investigation into this matter, to the end that property assessments 
may be made as nearly uniform as is possible. ° 

“; We have been unable to furnish you with any figures concerning the busi- 
ness done within this State by the sleeping car companies as such. It apmearing 
that sleeping cars have been assessed as rolling stock to the railway companies, 
who bill a proportion of the charge to the Pullman company. 

; It appears to us that the express companies doing business within the State 
have escaped, in a very large measure, their just proportion of the State’s burden 
of taxation. We find that of the 7 express companies doing business within the 
_ State they have returned but little property for the purposes of taxation. Our 
investigation, as shown by the sub-joined statement, discloses that the net earn- 
ings of the express companies, on purely inter-state business for the year 1916 
amounted to $174,853.18; that they paid as taxes to the State of Montana the sum 
of $5,446.42, a very large proportion of which was paid by the Northern Express 
- Company on a franchise tax assessed against them by the assessor of Lewis and 
Clark county. a 

We have to recommend for your consideration the enactment into law of 
some provisions levying a franchise tax upon all express companies doing business 
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with the State, the proceeds of which should inure wholly to the benefit of the 
State treasury. =| 

We further recommend that in view of the inidpend bode and the importance of | 
this great matter of taxation, which could not be adequately dealt with in the 
limited time at our command, that some provision should be made by Act of this — 
Legislative Assembly providing for the creation of a non-partisan tax commission, — 
vested with full authority to make an exhaustive, comprehesive study of all ques-. | 
tions involving production of the State’s revenue, and the taxation of property — 
and incomes, and make a full and complete report to the next Legislative Assembly.— | 

We believe from testimony that has been given before your committee, the ~ 
substance of which is hereto attached, and made a part of this report, that there is — 
a necessity of additional legislation to add to the revenues necessary for the use 
of the State, 2 

-It is the judgment of your committee that any proposed legislation shouldl 
have for its object increasing the revenues of the State without any reference to q 
the needs of the various counties; it being the judgment of your committee that the | | 
law is now adequate to provide for the business of the various counties. 


In our deliberations we have been guided by the fact that figures submitted to” | 
us convince us that when the necessary appropriations have been made by this © | 
Assembly for the maintenance of the various State institutions and to provide | 
‘funds to take care of the present unpaid warrants of the State, the State’s indebt- | 
edness over and above the amount reasonably to be expected from the present P| 
sources of revenue will be approximately one million dollars. a 
It appears to us that the present laws concerning assessments of various kinds | 
of property are productive of inequalities in the matter of taxation. These inequal-— | 
ities should be corrected insofar as the present laws and constitutional limitations | 
will permit.

In arriving at total sums paid the state 2.8 mills was used as a State levy 
for computing purposes, inasmuch as the State collects that portion on every 
dollar assessed valuation. 

The total State revenue then is $1,366,715.39; this total is used in computing 
proportions of State taxes paid by various companies and industries, 

The total assessed valuation of the six companies and industries under discus- 
sion is $142,968,914; all other property in the State is assessed at $344,929,439.00.

proof. Violation of this Act, or of the laws of the State, or of the rules and regu- 
lations of the department, will be considered sufficient cause for the revoking of 
licenses. The commissioner of agriculture and publicity may refuse to issue licenses 
to any person or concern whose licenses have once been revoked,” and that, as 
amended, Bill be concurred in.

sumed by and become due from and paid by said county under its new name. All 
contracts and obligations, express or implied, unfulfilled by the county at the 
date of the rendition of the decree shall be assumed and discharged by such county 
under its new name. 

“Section 13. The terms of the district court in and for said county as there- 
tofore established by the court or a judge thereof under the former name of the 
county shall become the terms of said court for the county under its new name 
and shall be held as stated in and for said county under its former name. 

“Section 14. Persons who are at the date of the rendition of the decree the 
county, township and district officers thereafter-be the county, township, district 
and legislative officials of the county under its new name and as such shall be 
entitled to the same salaries or compensation during the remainder of their terms 
of office that they were entitled to receive from the county under its former name. 
No change of name shall be so construed as to alter or modify the boundaries of 
the county as the same existed and were established under the former name of 
the county, but such boundaries shall be and remain the same until changed ac- 
cording to law,” and that, as amended, Bill be concurred in.

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following communication was received from His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor: 

Executive Office, February 21, 1917. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, Helena, Montana: 

I am returning herewith House Bill No. 133, relative to the fees to be paid 
into the State Examiner’s fund by incorporated cities and towns and school dis- 
tricts of the first and second class, without my approval and with my objections 
thereto. 

This Bill is vetoed for the reason that under the present system of the ex- 

amination of cities and towns it is found that the system is extremely unsatis- 
factory. ‘ 
In the first place, as now conducted, the fees charged under the old law, 
which this Bill seeks to reduce, do not defray the entire expenses of the examina- 
tions. If the examinations are to be conducted they should be conducted at the 
expense of the cities and towns to be examined, and there is no justification, in 
my opinion, for rducing the fees to be collected. ; 

I would suggest that there is yet time to remedy the most glaring defect in 
the law, which is sought to be amended. Cities of the third class and towns 
should only be subjected to examination upon application made by the city or town 
authorities. In other words, there should be a provision relative to cities of the 
third class and towns similar to the provision relative to school districts, so that 
the examinations need be made only upon application of local authorities. 

Under present conditions in this State most of the towns have a very loose 
and inadequate system of bookkeeping and the limited amount of business trans- 
acted in the small municipalities will not justify the installation of an elaborate 
system. As long as they are satisfied and no one complains locally it is hardly 
the business of the State to interfere, but if the State provides examination fa-_ 
cilities which are available to the cities or the municipalities upon a proper re- 
quest the necessities of the occasion will be met. 

In my opinion there 'is yet time to enact a Bill that will cover this situation, 
.and thereby relieve the cities of the third class and towns from paying fees unless 
a certain percentage of the citizens or the legal authorities request the examina- 
tion. For that reason I am vetoing House Bill No. 133, and returning the same 
to you for your appropriate action. S. V. STEWART, Governor.

tually paid in, and the amount thereof actually paid in in cash and the amount 
issued, if any, in payment of property purchased, services rendered or labor per- 
formed, and the amount of existing debts and also the names and addresses of the 
directors or trustees, and of the president, vice-president, general manager (if 
any), and Secretary and Treasurer of the corporation. Such report shall be 
signed by the president or vice-president and a majority of the directors and by 
the secretary or treasurer. The report shall be verified by the oath of the presi- 
dent, vice-president, secretary or treasurer of such corporation. If the directors 
or trustees of any corporation shall fail to file such report, the directors of the 
corporation shall jointly and severally be liable for all debts or judgments of the 
corporation then existing or which may thereafter be in any wise incurred until 
such report shall be made and filed; provided, however, that if within twenty days 
after such failure a director, or directors, shall make and file as aforesaid, an af- 
fidavit or affidavits stating that the failure was due to no fault or neglect of his or 
theirs, and stating, also that, after the 31st day of December of the preceding 
year and before said March ist, he or they requested the president or a sufficient 
number of the other directors, whose residence was known to the affiants, to join 
them in making report, such director or directors shall not be liable under this 
section. If the required report be made and filed after the time herein specified, 
the directors shall not, on account of the prior failure to make report, be lable 
for the debts thereafter contracted. Where such corporation, on account of in- 
solvency or for any other reason, hag ceased to be a going concern and has ceased 
voluntarily to incur financial obligations, the directors may include a statement 
to that effect in their report, giving the reasons for cessation of the corporate 
activities of such corporation, and after two annual reports containing such state- 
ment have been filed, the directors shall not be liable for a failure to file annual 
reports during the time of such cessation of corporation activities.”

game which are not repealed or amended hereby and re-enacting such laws as are 
not in conflict herewith; to amend an Act approved March 9th, 1909, relating to 
hunting and fishing licenses; and repealing Chapter 81 of the Laws of 1909, re- 
lating to the killing of certain animals; to amend an Act approved February 15th, 
1915, relating to licenses and the time of expiration thereof; and also to amend 
an Act approved March 18th, 1913, relating to game fish, known as Chapter 79 
of the Laws of 1913'; to amend an Act approved March 15th, 1913, authorizing 
the sale of game and game birds, known as Chapter 100 of the Laws of 1913;

Chapter 98 of the Laws of 1915, relating to a closed season for all game; to 
amend a law approved March Sth, 1915, known as Chapter 109 of the Laws of 
1915, relating to the use of explosives or poisons: for the purpose of catching fish ; 
to amend an Act approved March 9th, 1915, known as Chapter 138 of the Laws of 
1915, relating to the payment of costs in the prosecution of criminal cases under 
the game and fish laws; and also for the purpose of amending and re-enacting so 
much of the game and fish laws found in the Revised Codes of Montana, 1907, 
as may be found in Sections 8786 and 8789 inclusive; to enact a law relating to 
the trapping of beaver; relating to the appointment of deputy game wardens 
under civil service rules, relating to the installation of fish wheels in ditches at the 
expense of the State, relating to the killing and trapping of bear, and to provide 
a closed season therefor, to establish a closed season on grouse, prairie chicken, 
sage hens, fool hens, pheasants or partridge, to establish and provide for the man- 
agement of fish and game preserves in the State of Montana,” report same back 
to the House with the recommendation that it be concurred in as amended by the 
Senate.

Mr, Speaker: We, your Committee appointed to confer with a like Com- 
mittee of the Senate relative to amendments to Senate Bill No. 45, introduced by 
Kinney, entitled, ‘“‘An Act to amend Section 50 of Chapter 89 of the Laws of 
1915, entitled, ‘An Act regulating the business of banking, providing for the crea- 
tion and regulation of banking, providing for the creation and regulation of bank- 
ing corporations, creating the department of banking and prescribing the duties 
and fixing salaries of its officers and employees,’ and repealing Title 2, Part 4, 
of Division 1 of the Civil Code of Montana, entitled, ‘Banks and Banking Corpora- 
tions,’ being the provision of Sections 2909 to 4015, both numbers inclusive, of 
the Revised Codes of Montana, 1907, and all Acts amendatory thereof, relating to 
the designation of reserve banks,” having had same under consideration, beg leave 
to report as follows: The Senate conferees concur in amendment made in the 
House Committee on Banks and Banking to amend said Bill in Section 1 of line 
15 by inserting after the word ‘“‘repute’” the following: ‘having a fully paid up 
capital and surplus of $100,000.” ‘The Senate conferees concur in House amend- 
ment by which the word “not” was inserted in line 35 after the word “shall.” 
The Senate conferees concur in House amendment by which the sentence begin- 
ning on page 2, line 26, and ending with the word ‘act’ in line 28, is stricken out, 
said sentence being as follows: ‘Any bank which shall become a member of the 
Federal Reserve Banking Association and which in all respects complies with the 
rules and regulations of that association shall be deemed to have complied with 
the provisions of this Act.” The conferees of both the House and Senate unani- 
mously join in recommending the following amendment, amending Section 1 by 
inserting after the word “cause” in line 18, the following: “provided that the pro- 
visions of this Act as to capital and surplus shall not apply to any bank in Mon- 
tana heretofore designated by the superintendent of banks as a reserve bank.” 
The House recedes from its amendment in Committee of the Whole reducing the 
capital and surplus of designated reserve agents from $100,000 to $50,000, and as 
so amended, recommend the Bill for concurrence.

- Section 3 by adding in line 118, after the word ‘Montana’ the words ‘other 
than the income derived from interstate commerce”; amend Section 3 by adding 
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the following: ‘Fifth: And in addition to the foregoing deductions, every such 
corporation shall also have the right and privilege of making an additional arbi- 
trary deduction of the sum of 10,000 dollars. 


“Provided, however, that as to any corporation engaged in both intrastate 
and interstate commerce, the net earnings from intrastate business in Montana, 
so far as expenses of maintenance and operation are concerned, shall be deter- 
mined by deducting from the gross earnings from intrastate business in Montana 
such portion thereof as the total expenses of such corporation for maintenance 
and operation, both within and without the State of Montana, are of the gross 
earnings of such corporation from all sources both within and without the State; 
provided, further, that as to any such corporation the deduction for interest shall 
be such portion of all interest paid on the entire indebtedness of such corporation 
as the gross intrastate earnings of such corporation in Montana are of the gross 
earnings of such corporation from all sources, both within and without the State, 
and the deduction for taxes shall be such portion of all taxes paid by such cor- 
poration in Montana as the gross intrastate earnings of such corporation in Mon- 
tana are of the gross earnings of such corporation from all sources within the 
State, and otherwise the foregoing provisions with reference to deductions shall 


' apply’; and that, as amended, Bill do pass.

provided, further, that the net income shall include interest on bonds, notes or 
other interest bearing obligations of residence, corporate or otherwise, and shall in- 
clude the income derived from dividends on capital stock or from net earnings of 
resident corporations whose net income is taxable under this title.” 


Insert a new section to be known as Section 4, to read as follows : 


“Section 4. The license fee imposed by this Act on each and every corpora- 
tion subject to the provisions of this Act, shall be: 


1st. Every corporation whose net income, ascertained in the manner pro- 
vided for in Sections 2 and 3 of this Act, is in excess of $7, 500.00, but not in ex- 
cess of $25,000.00, shall pay a license fee of one-fourth of one percentum upon 
such net income. 

2nd. Every corporation subject to the provisions of this Act whose net in- 
come, as ascertained in the manner provided for in Sections 2 and 3 of this Act, 
is in excess of $25,000.00 shall pay a fee upon such excess, the rates of which fee 
shall be as follows: 

(a). Upon all in excess of twenty-five thousand dollars and up to one hun- 
dred thousand dollars, one-half of one per centum of such excess. 

(b). Upon all in excess of one hundred thousand dollars and up to two hun- 
dred fifty thousand dollars, three-quarters of one per centum of such excess. 

(c). Upon all in excess of two hundred fifty thousand dollars and up to five 


hundred thousand dollars, one per centum of such excess. 


(d). Upon all in excess of five hundred thousand dollars and up to one 
million dollars, one and one-half per centum of such excess. 

(e). Upon all in excess of one million dollars and up to five million dol- 
lars, two per centum of such excess. 
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(f). Upon all in excess of five million dollars, and up to ten million dollars, 
four per centum of such excess. ; 

(g). Upon all in excess of ten million dollars, five per centum of such ex- 
cess”; and, as amended, that it do pass.

Amend Section 6 by adding the following to said Section after line 234: 
“And provided further, that all lands having water rights appurtenant thereto 
which are served by a system of irrigation works supplying more than ten thou- 
sand acres of land, may, in the discretion of the court, be included in the pro- 
posed district on petition of at least sixty-five per cent both in number and acre- 
age of the holders of title or evidence of title to the land having water rights ap- 
purtenant thereto and served by the same system of irrigation works.” : 


Amend by inserting two sections after Section 7 to be known as Section 8 
and Section 9 and renumbering the remaining Sections of the Bill in accordance 
therewith. ; 


Section 8. That Section 12 of Chapter 145, Montana Session Laws (1915), 
is hereby amended to read as follows, to-wit: 


Section 12. (Lien of Bonds). All bonds issued hereunder, and all amounts 
to be paid to the United States under any contract between the district and the 
United States accompanying, which bonds of the district have not been deposited 
with the United States as in Section 9 provided, shall be a lien upon all the lands 
originally or at any time included in the district for the irrigation and benefit of 
which said irrigation district was organized and said bonds were issued; and for 
the benefit of which such contract between the district and the United States was 
made; except upon such lands as may at any time be included in such district on 
account of the exchange or substitution of water under the sprovisions of Section 
36 of this Act, and if any there be; and all such lands shall be subject to. a spe- 
cial tax or assessment for the payment of the interest on, and principal of, said 
bonds; and all amounts to be paid to the United States under any such contract 
between the district and the United States, and said special tax or assessment 
shall constitute a first and prior lien on the lands against which levied, to the 
same extent and with like force and effect as taxes levied for State and county 
purposes. And the len of all bonds so issued hereunder, and all amounts so to 
be paid to the United States, shall, in the resolution providing for the issuance 
of said bonds, and the proceedings for the confirmation thereof, be apportioned 
upon each forty-acre tract of land, and every separately owned subdivision thereof, 
within said district, by dividing the total of thé principal of said indebtedness by 
the number of acres of land within said district actually irrigable from its sys- 
tem and works, and every acre of such land shall bear and be assessed for its 
equal proportion thereof, and the interest accruing upon such proportion thereof, 
and any owner may at the time of the payment of his annual taxes on said lands 
pay unto the county treasurer the total sums so assessed against his said lands, 
with interest thereon to the end of the current year in which said payment is 
made, and thereupon said tract or tracts of land so paid up in full shall be dis- 
charged from the lien of said bonds and further assessments for interest thereon, 
but shall remain perpetually liable to the annual assessments made for mainte- 
nance and administrative purposes, and the moneys so derived from such pay- 
ments shall be placed in the sinking fund of such district for the retirement of 
the bonds or payment of the amounts due to the United States, and the commis- 
sioners shall apply the same to the retirement of the bonds of the district, pro- 
vided the same, as far as there are funds to retire the bonds, can be acquired or 
not exceeding par, and the accrued interest thereon, and to the payment of or re- 
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duction of any sums due to the United States, so far as there may be funds de- 
rived therefrom for such purpose, and when bonds cannot be so obtained, then 
the proceeds derived from such payments and placed in the sinking fund or funds 
of such district shall be invested as in this Chapter provided for, and in any dis- 
trict heretofore formed, where the lien of said bonds has not been so apportioned 
and equalized, the commissioners of such district, by and with the consent in 
writing of all the owners and holders of the then outstanding bonds of said dis- 
trict, shall proceed to spread the lien of its outstanding bond issue or issues in 
accordance with this section. 

For the purpose of so distributing the lien of such debt, the commissioners of 
the district shall cause an accurate survey of the lands embraced therein, show- 
ing the acreage actually irrigable from its works, to be made by a competent 
and qualified engineer, and an accurate and ample map of said lands, upon a 
proper and sufficient scale, to be made therefrom, and the assessments by them 
made shall be plainly noted thereon, and one copy thereof, certified by the board 
of commissioners, filed in the office of the County Treasurer, and one kept on 
file in the office of the Secretary of the Board of Commissioners, and the reso- 
lution for the issuance of said bonds, and the levy of the tax and special assess- 
ment provided for in this Chapter, or the resolution for the spreading of such as- 
sessment, where bonds have theretofore been issued, shall specifically schedule 
and set forth the apportionment of the lien of said bond issue on each and every 
forty-acre tract, and every separately owned subdivision thereof, within said dis- 
trict, and on the proceedings for the confirmation of said bond issue, and the spe- 
cial tax or assessment by said resolution..provided for, all and every owner shall, 
if dissatisfied therewith, be entitled to appear in such proceedings in the manner 
provided for by Section 41 of this Chapter,.and contest the same, and upon such 
hearing, the district court shall equalize the assessments and apportionments so 
made, and the decree confirming said bonds and said special tax or assessments, 
or the spreading of the lien of any bond issue heretofore made, shall be final as 
to the equalization and distribution of the same, as in Section 41 of this Chapter 
heretofore provided for. 


In any district heretofore formed, where, with the consent of the bond hold- 
ers, the commissioners thereof desire to avail themselves of the provisions of this 
Section, the Board of Commissioners shall proceed to have made the surveys 
herein provided for. and to them, by proper resolutions upon their journal, dis- 
tribute, spread and equalize the lien of their debts as herein provided for, and 
upon so doing, they shall petition the district court for the confirmation thereof, 
as in Section 41 of this Chapter provided for, in all respects in the same manner 
and upon the same notice as for the confirmation of their proceedings for the 
issuance of bonds and the levy of a special tax or assessment, as in this Act pro- 
vided for, in the first instance, filing with their said proceedings in said court 
the consent in writing of all of the owners and holders of the bonds of their dis- 
trict to the apportionment thereof as made, and the owners and holders of bonds 
so consenting to said proceedings shall be entitled to appear at the proceedings 
for the confirmation thereof, and be heard as to any changes made in the origi- 
nal resolution of the commissioners, and the decree of the district court entered 
thereon shall be final and conclusive upon all the persons in said district and the 
bond holders thereof, as in Section 41 of this Chapter provided for. 


Section 9. That Section 47 of Chapter 146, Montana Session Laws (1909), 
is hereby amended to read as follows, to-wit:. 


Section 47. (Added Lands to Pay Proportional Share of Bonded Indebted- 
ness). Where a district is extended after the construction of works of irriga- 
tion to include other irrigable lands, such included lands shall be chargeable with 
such proportion of the bonded indebtedness incurred or authorized to be incurred 
by the district, and such proportion of the indebtedness incurred under any con- 
tract between the district and the United States, accompanying which bonds of 
the district have not been deposited with the United States, as in Section 9 pro- 
vided, as the district court shall order, as provided in Section 24 of this Act; 
and the Board of Commissioners of the district shall provide for the levy of a 
special tax or assessment against such included lands on account of said bonds and 
the interest thereon; and on account of any payments under any contract be-

tween the district and the United States, accompanying which bonds of the dis- 
trict have not been deposited with the United States, as in Section 9 provided; 
and said special tax or assessment shall be levied and collected as and in the 
manner as the special tax or assessment against the lands of the original district 
on account of the payments under any contract between the district and the 
United States, accompanying which bonds of the district have not been deposited 
with the United States, as in Section 9 provided, and on account of said bonds 
and the interest thereon is provided for, levied and collected; and upon the ex- 
tending of any such district, the total of said bond indebtedness, or indebtedness 
due to the United States, shall be re-apportioned, spread and equalized upon and 
over the entire area thereof, as provided in Section 43 of this Chapter; and if 
any tract or tracts of land shall have fully paid the original amount assessed 
against the same, and on the extension of any district, the amount assessed 
against said tract or tracts shall be less than the amount paid, the excess paid 
shall be refunded to the owner or owners thereof.

B. No. 142, Sub. for S. B. Nos. 100 and 125, by Gnose, entitled, “An Act 
to establish and create a general fish and game law for the State of Montana; 
to codify and arrange all of said laws now in force relating to fish and game 
which are not repealed or amended hereby and re-enacting such laws as are not 
in conflict herewith, to amend an Act approved March 9th, 1909, relating to hunt- 
ing and fishing licenses; and repealing, Chapter S1 of the Laws of 1909, relating 
to the killing of certain animals; to amend an Act approved February 25th, 1913, 
relating to licenses and the time for the expiration thereof; and also to amend 
an Act approved March 13th, 1913, relating to game fish, known as Chapter 79 
of the Laws of 1913; to amend an Act approved March 15th, 1913, authorizing 
the sale of game and game birds, known as Chapter 100 of the Laws of 1913; 
and also to amend an Act approved March 3rd, 1915, concerning fish nets, known 
as Chapter 60 of the Laws of 1915; to amend an Act approved March 5th, 1915, 
known as Chapter 76 of the Laws of 1915, relating to elk, Rocky Mountain sheep 
and goats; to amend an Act approved March Sth, 1915, and known as Chapter 
107 of the Laws of 1915, relating to fish and game; to amend a law approved 
March 8th, 1915, known as Chapter 98 of the Laws of 1915, relating to a closed 
season for all game; to amend a law approved March Sth, 1915, known. as Chap- 
ter 109 of the Laws of 1915, relating to the use of explosives or poisons for the 
purpose of catching fish; to amend an Act approved March 9th, 1915, known as 
Chapter 138 of the Laws of 1915, relating to the payment of costs in the prose- 
cution of criminal cases under the game and fish laws; and also for the purpose 
of amending and re-enacting so much of the game and fish laws found in the Re- 
vised Codes of Montana, 1907, as may be found in Sections 8786 and 87S), in- 
clusive; to enact a law relating to the trapping of beaver; relating to the appoint- 
ment of deputy game wardens under civil service rules, relating to the installation 
of fish wheels in ditches at the expense of the State, relating to the killing and 
trapping of bear, and to provide a closed season therefor, to establish a closed 
season on grouse, prairie chicken, sage hens, fool hens, pheasants or partridges, 
to establish and provide for the management of fish and game preserves in the 
State of Montana,” report same back. with the recommendation that same be 
amended as follows, to-wit: 

Amend Section 1, page 3, by striking out the lines 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 
26, 27 and 28, and inserting the following: ‘(1) A Class ‘A’ license may be 
issued to a person who is a bona fide resident citizen of this State, and who de- 
sires to hunt, take, kill, catch and have in his possession any of the fish, game, 
birds and wild animals of this State, except coyotes, wolves and mountain lions,. 
upon the payment of one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50). The intention of this 
license is to be a general resident hunting and fishing license.” 

Amend Section 1, in line 28, by adding thereto the following: ‘And that 
one-third of such amount shall be used under the direction of the State Game 
Warden for propagation of game birds and animals in the State of Montana.” 

Amend line 42 by inserting after the word “person” the following words: 
“except persons who have declared their intention to become citizens of the United 
States and who own real estate or who have made a bona fide homestead filing 
on not less than forty acres of land under the United States homestead laws.” 


Amend Section 5 by adding after the word “officer” in line 99, the follow- 
ing: “except as otherwise herein provided.” 
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Amend Section 19 by adding black bass and Dolly Varden trout to the list 
of game fish. 

Amend Section 22 by striking out in lines 253,, 254 and 255 the following 
words: “Ashley Lake, Flathead Lake, Whitefish Lake, Swan Lake, Dicky Lake, 
Smith Lake, and the upper and lower Stillwater Lakes in Flathead County ; 
Thompson Lake, Loon Lake, McGregor Lake, in Lincoln County.” 

Amend Section 22 by striking out in line 252 the word “unlawful” and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the word ‘lawful.’ 

Amend Section 22, page 13, by inserting between lines 251 and 252 the fol- 
lowing: ‘It shall be, however, lawful to use a seine in the Missouri river and 
also in the Yellowstone river, except in that portion of said river above its con- 
fluence with the Big Horn river; provided, said seine has a mesh not less than 
one and one-half inches square.” . 

Amend line 252 by inserting the word “also” after the word “shall.” 

Amend Section 22 by striking out in lines 257 and 258 the words “Bull trout, 
Char or Dolly Varden trout.” 

Amend Section 30 by striking out in line 885 the words “‘first day of De- 
cember” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “fifteenth day of December.” 

Amend Section 30 by adding in line 388 after the word ‘‘elk” the words ‘or 
who wilfully leaves that portion of an elk suitable for food, after removing the 
head or teeth thereof.” : 

Amend Section 30 by inserting after the word “elk,” line 388, the following 
words: ‘Provided, however, that upon application to the State Game Warden a 
special permit may be granted to kill not more than two elk in the counties of 
Park and Gallatin, and the license therefor shall be twenty-five ($25. 00) dollars in 
addition to the license as provided in this Act.” : 

_ Amend Section 31 by adding at the end thereof, in line 405 of the printed Bill, 
the following words: ‘also so much of the county of Beaverhead as lies west of 
the main line of the Oregon Short Line railroad.” 

Amend Section 31 by adding in line 397, the word “‘Ravalli” after the word 
‘‘Beaverhead.” 


Amend Section 82, line 406, by striking out the words “first day of Decem- 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words “fifteenth day of November.”’ 


Amend Section 32 by striking out in line 410 the words ‘‘and such deer shall 
be a male deer with visible horns.” 


Amend Section 32 by adding after the word ‘‘Rosebud” in Senate amendment, 
the word ‘‘Custer.”’ 


Amend Section 32 by adding in line 411, after the word “accordingly,” the 
following: “providing that the season for hunting under the provisions of this 
Section will Close in Flathead and Lincoln counties on the first day of December 
of any year.” : 


Amend Section 84, paragraph 7, by inserting in line 859, after the words 
“Powder River,” the following: “to the junction of Cache Creek therewith, 
thence up the channel of said Cache Creek and the north fork thereof to the divide 
or water shed between Powder River and Tongue River, and thence south along 
said water shed.”

Amend Section 85 by inserting the following after line 925: ‘And it shall 
also be lawful for a man who has captured wild animals or birds, to sell same to 
any one in Montana, who proposes to raise such wild animals or birds; provided, 
however, that before any such sale igs made, the State Game Warden must issue 
a permit in writing, agreeing to such transaction, and that such permit for each 
sale of wild animals shall require a fee of five ($5.00) dollars, and that, as 
amended, same be concurred in.

Husser, from the Conference Committee on House amendments to Senate Bill 
No. 10, reported as follows: 

Mr. Speaker: We, your Conference Committee, appointed to confer with 
the Senate Committee on House amendments to Senate Bill No. 10, which amend- 
ments were not concurred in by the Senate, beg leave to report as follows: That 
we recommend withdrawing House amendment offered, and that the House do 
concur in Senate Bill No. 10 as originally presented to the House. 

Report adopted. 

The following majority report was received: 

Mr. Speaker: We, a majority of your Sub-Committee appointed by the 
Speaker under the recommendation of the Committee on Rules, Joint Rules and 
Order of Business, in reference to a certain bulletin circulated by the Anti-Saloon 
League throughout the city under date of February 17th, beg leave to report and 
recommend as follows: 

Your Committee ascertained that the circular in question bearing the caption — 
“Legislative Trading” was written and circulated by one Joseph Pope, currently 
rumored a salaried lobbyist for the Anti-Saloon League of Montana, and one of 
the officers and prime movers in the “invisible government” so much discussed 
during the present session. 

These “bulletins,” as they are called, embody a specific constitutional bribery 
charge against certain members of this Legislative Assembly, which, if sustained, 
would subject all members who decline to vote as Mr. Pope dictates, or who will 
not subscribe to his threats, intimidations and coercions, to expulsion from this 
Assembly and any further penalties prescribed by ‘the civil courts under Section 
41 of Article V of the Constitution of the State. 

Mr. Pope, accompanied by one of Montana’s most talented attorneys, ap- 
peared before your Committee, February 22nd, and under the statutory oath stated 
that he had no facts or names to present in substantiation of his charges, con- 
tenting himself with a reiteration of the statement that it was common knowledge 
throughout the Placer hotel and the corridors of the Capitol that Legislative 
vote trading bribery was being indulged in by members. Dame Rumor was the 
star witness of the proceedings. 

The past records of the State indicate that Mr. Pope was a member of the - 
Thirteenth Assembly. As such, he was identified with certain constitutional 
bribery charges and was fully cognizant of the gravity of his reflections and com- 
ment upon the members of this House. 

He has since been accorded the courtesies and privileges of the floor of this 
House, which privileges he has abused in a manner unbecoming a gentleman and 
an ex-member of this House. 

It is our deliberate judgment that his pernicious activities as a lobbyist dur- 
ing this session have done more to retard the moral uplift movement of the State 
than any other single agency, but, believing his actions in these premises, however 
unbecoming in one of his professed faith, to be beneath the contempt or further 
notice of this House of Representatives, we recommend that this expression of cen- 
sure and condemnation be spread upon the Journal in evidence of the sentiment 
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of members of this Assembly as regards such attempted interferences with the 
law making functions of the State.

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following communication was received from His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor: 

Executive Office, Helena, Montana, March 1, 1917. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, Helena, Montana: 

You will recall that in the regular message submitted at the beginning of 
the session the attention of the Legislature was directed to the necessity of pass- 
ing laws to enable the State to take advantage of the Federal aid in good roads 
matters. Some Bills have been introduced along this line, some of which have been 
killed. One Senate Bill has been passed by both Houses and is ready for executive 
consideration, to-wit: Senate Bill No. 167. 
¢ I am just in receipt of a letter from the Secretary of Agriculture in which 
he insists that the assent of the State should be plain and unequivocal, and should 
not delegate the authority to some officer or board to make the assent. The Sen- 
ate Bill authorizes the State Highway Commission to assent to the provisions of 
the Act of Congress. 

There is pending before you House Bill No. 51, which seeks to authorize the 
Governor to assent. ‘This Bill can be amended so that the State directly consents 
instead of the Governor being authorized to consent. I would respectfully sug- 
gest that House Bill No. 51 may be amended to meet the requirements of the gov- 
ernment if the first two lines of Section 1 are made to read “The State of Mon- 
tana hereby assents to the provisions of the Act of Congress, etc.,”’ instead of the 
Governor, as in the case of House Bill No. 51, and instead of the Highway Com- 
mission as in the case of Senate Bill No. 167. 

I am transmitting herewith the letter of the Secretary of Agriculture for 
your appropriate consideration. 

All of this is done in order that there may be no misunderstanding in case 
of failure to provide for the acceptance of the Federal aid, as there is ample time 
to get House Bill No. 51 amended and passed. 
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I would also respectfully suggest that House Bill No. 51 is a revenue meas- 
ure, being designed solely to enable the State of Montana to accept the Federal 
aid, and I am sure therefore that it will not fall within the prohibition of the 
Senate rule. ;

Sir: Receipt iS acknowledged of your letter of January 30, with a letter 
from Mr. George R. Metlen, Secretary, Montana Department of Highways, and 
a copy of a Bill introduced by Representative Jensen to provide means whereby 
the State of Montana may obtain the benefits of the Federal Aid Road Act. The 
Bill introduced by Representative Jensen authorizes the Governor for and on be- 
half of the State of Montana to assent to the provisions of the Act. It is be- 
lieved that, in order to comply strictly with the intent of Section 1 of the Federal 
Aid Road Act, the Legislature should give its assent on its own behalf, since the 
assent of the Governor is made sufficient only until the final adjournment of the 
first regular session of the Legislature, after the passage of the Act. 


The Bill further provides that the State Highway Commission is authorized 
to enter into all contracts and agreements with the United States Government 
relating to the construction and maintenance of rural post roads under the provi- 
sions of the Federal Aid Road Act, to submit such scheme or program of con- 
struction and maintenance as may be required by the Secretary of Agriculture and 
do all other things necessary fully to carry out the co-operation contemplated and 
provided for by the Act. Section 2 then provides that all Acts and parts of Acts 
in conflict therewith are repealed. 

As suggested in the Department’s letter of January 11, 1917, the provisions 
of the present laws of the State requiring the counties to award contracts for 
road construction and the constitutional limitation against the counties entering 
into any contract or other obligation in excess of $10,000 without the approval 
of the majority of the electors of the county, would-probably cause the only diffi- 
culty to effective co-operation with the Highway Commission. Unless in the 
opinion of the Attorney General of the State, that provision of the Bill empower- 
ing the Highway Commission to do all things necessary fully to carry out the 
co-operation contemplated and provided for by the Federal Aid Road Act, will 
give the State Highway Commission authority to award the contracts, it is sug- 
gested that such authority be specifically granted the Commission, and thus make 
full and effective co-operation possible. 

Section 1 of the Bill further pledges the good faith of the State and the sev- 
eral counties to make available sufficient funds to equal the sums apportioned to 
the State by the United States during each of the five years for which Federal 
funds are appropriated and to maintain the roads and make adequate provisions 
for carrying out such maintenance. It also provides that all moneys accruing to 
the State Highway Fund created by the Bill, shall be expended on the roads 
comprising a system of State roads. The Bill, however, fails to create a niga e! 
fund and, of course, should be amended in this respect. 

It isnot understood whether any additional legislation making specific ap- 
propriations is contemplated. While it might possibly be preferred that a State 
highway fund be created and specific provision for making sufficient funds avail- 
able be made, it is believed that the pledge of the good faith of the State and 
the counties to raise the necessary funds will substantially comply with the terms 
of the Federal statute in this respect.

east; and provided further that the Court may order any such’ case removed to 
such county, subject always to the power of the Court of any county to grant a 
change of venue as in other cases.”

The following communication was received from His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor : 

Executive Office, Helena, Montana, March 1, 1917. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, Helena, Montana: 

I am returning herewith House Bill No. 329, entitled, “An Act creating and 
providing for County Athletic Commissions in counties of the first class and regu- 
lating boxing and sparring contests in counties of the first class in the State of 
Montana,” without my approval and with my objections thereto. 

The Bill is hereby vetoed and my approval thereof refused by reason of the 
fact that twice the people have spoken against the proposition of legalized boxing 
and sparring contests in the State of Montana. While it is true that this Bill is 
designed to be special in its operation, nevertheless it was passed as a general 
measure and must of necessity be considered by all as a general law, applicable 
to all counties of the first class. 


I am returning the Bill to you before your adjournment so that the members 

may have an opportunity to give further consideration to the subject.

Mr. Speaker: Your Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred 
Senate Bill No. 143, introduced by Roberts, being a Bill for an Act entitled, “An 
Act to appropriate money to establish and maintain normal training courses and 
junior college courses in high schools, and to authorize the issuance of teachers’ 
certificates to graduates of such courses in high schools,” beg leave to report the 
same back with the recommendation that it be concurred in. 

Report adopted. 

White, from the Sifting Committee, reported as follows: 

Mr. Speaker: We, your Sifting Committee, recommend that S. B. No. “148 
be placed on General Orders. 

Report adopted. 

Mason, from the Judiciary Committee, reported as follows: 

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under consid- 
eration Senate Bill No..127, beg leave to report as follows: ‘That the title of said 
Senate Bill No. 127 be amended to read as follows: ‘‘An Act providing for a: Code 
Commissioner, the appointment of same, the date of said appointment and his term 
and oath of office; the division of the Codes and indexing of same, the matter to 
be included therein, the identification of the statutes, the powers and compensa- 
tion of said Commissioner, the annotation and form of publication of said Codes, 
the contract for the printing of same, the bond of the contractor, the disposition 
of said Revised Codes and: providing an appropriation for same.” 

That Section 1 of said Senate Bill No. 127 be amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. The Appointment of Code Commissioner. The Governor of the 
State is hereby authorized to appoint a competent and qualified person with full 
power and authority to compile and revise the Political Code, Civil Code, Code of 
Civil Procedure and the Penal Code of the State of Montana and the Session Laws 
of the EJeventh, Twelfth, ‘Thirteenth and Fourteenth regular sessions of the Legis- . 
lative Assemblies of the State of Montana, and those laws to be enacted by the 
Fifteenth regular session of the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, 
and all other Acts and parts of Acts which are not repealed by any of the four 
Codes or by any of the Session Laws or which have not been adjudged unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court of the State of Montana; and it shall be the duty 
of said commissioner to compile, revise and arrange under proper headings sub- 
jects and chapters in the Civil Code, the Penal Code and the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure and the Political Code all laws of a permanent and general nature which 
shall be in force and effect after the adjournment of the Fifteenth Legislative As- 
‘sembly, with full authority to rearrange the chapters in the respective Codes, to 
renumber and transpose such sections and to provide other and different head- 
notes and sections to the chapters therein.” 

That Section 2 of the said Senate Bill No. 127 be stricken from the Bill and 
in lieu thereof insert the following: 


“Section 2. Date of Appointment and Term of Office. The said commission- 
er shall be appointed on or before the first day of April, 1917, and shall enter upon 
the discharge of his duties on or before the first day of May, 1917, and shall hold 
office for a period of two years following his appointment.” 


Amend Section 3 of Senate Bill No. 127 by striking out the Ww ord ‘“‘commission”’ 
in line 23 and inserting in lieu thereof the word ‘commissioner’; by striking out 
the .word “their” in line 23 and inserting in lieu thereof the word “his”; in Sec- 
tion 3 by striking out in line 24 the words “five hundred’ and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “one thousand.’ Amend Section 3 by striking out in line 24 the 
word “their’? and inserting in lieu thereof the word “his”; by striking out in line 
25 the words “State Printing Board” and inserting in lieu thereof the words ‘State 
Board of Examiners’; by striking out after the word ‘board’ in line 25 all of 
the language in Section 3 following the said word “board” on line 25, down to and 
including line 31 and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “The State Board 
of Examiners of the State of Montana shall upon the completion of the work of 
said commissioner contract for the publication and annotations of said Codes as 
specified in this Act, contracting with the publishing house who will annotate the 
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laws as provided for in this Act, and publish same upon the terms most expeditious 
and most advantageous to the State, which said contract must be advertised and let 
by contract to the lowest bidder for the publication and annotation of one thou- 
sand (1,000) sets. The contract shall specify that one thousand (1,000) sets 
shall be printed, published and delivered to the Secretary of State on or before 
the first day of April, 1918. That the publisher shall keep on hand and for sale 
at a price to be fixed by said State Board of Examiners a sufficient number of 
copies of said Codes to supply all demands for a period of not less than eight years, 
but the publisher shall also make and keep on hand a full and complete set of 
stereotyped matrices of each and every page of type used in printing the Codes.” 

Amend Section 4 of Senate Bill No. 127' by striking out the word ‘‘commis- 
sion” in line 32 and inserting in lieu thereof the word “commissioner”; by strik- 
ing out in line 34 the word “their” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “his”; 
by striking out after the word “work” in line 34 the remainder of said Section 4 
down to and including line 38. 

Amend Section 5 of said Senate Bill No. 127 by striking out all of lines 39 
to 44, inclusive, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 5. Compensation of Commissioner. Said commissioner shall receive 
the sum of four thousand ($4,000.00) dollars in full compensation for his services 
for compiling or supervising same and revising the indexing of said Codes and laws 
and for preparing the same for printing and in reading and correcting the proofs 
of all matters therein contained. And the Secretary of State is directed to draw 
his warrant in favor of said Commissioner upon the completion of. said work in 
the said sum of four thousand ($4,000.00) dollars and the State Treasurer is di- 
rected to pay the same. He shall be furnished by the Secretary of State with the 
necessary stationery and supplies for the purpose of such work and not less than 
two copies of each of the present Codes and three copies of each of the Eleventh, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth Session Laws.” 

Amend said Senate Bul No. 127 by adding thereto Sections to be numbered 
6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 18, 14 and 15, which said Sections shall read as follows: 

“Section 6. Oath of Office. Before entering upon the discharge of his du- 
ties the said commissioner shall take and subscribe the oath of office provided for 
by No. 362 (1010) of. the Political Code, to be filed in the offiee of the Secretary 
of State.” 

“Section 7. Division of Codes and Index. The commissioner: shall divide 
the laws into four Codes which shall be. the same as the present Codes and shall 
make for each of said Codes a new, complete and thorough index to the contents 
thereof, alphabetically and topographically arranged and of sufficient particularity 
and clearness to definitely refer to each section contained in such Codes and each 
subject thereof; which index must be printed and bound in its appropriate volume — 
and Code and ‘he also must provide in one of said volumes a new general index of 
like thoroughness and completeness, alphabetically arranged and of such clearness 
and particularity as to refer to each Section and each subject thereof, as con- 
tained in all of said Codes.” 

“Section 8. Matter to be Included. Said commissioner is hereby authorized 
and instructed to prepare with said Codes for publication, and in the first part 
of the first volume, a copy of the Constitution of the United States and the State 
of Montana; the Declaration of Independence; the Organic Act of the Territory 
of Montana; the Act for admission of Montana as a State; the Laws of Congress 
relating to naturalization and the authentication of the laws and records, together 
with an index of each of the foregoing.” 


“Section 9. Identification of Statutes. In compiling and revising said Stat- 
utes of the Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth and Fifteenth Legislative 
Assemblies, the commissioner must add a note to each section, showing the date 
of its enactment.” 


“Section 10. Powers of Commissioner. The Act shall not be construed as 
giving said commissioner power for modifying or making any laws of Montana, 
but only as giving him full power and authority to complete a full revision and 
compilation of the laws of the State of Montana.” 


“Section 11. Annotations. Said Codes and laws as compiled and revised by 
said commissioner shall be annotated by the publisher thereof, which annotation 
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shall show by proper and appropriate references all decisions of the Supreme 
Court of Montana, commenting upon or in any way referring to any section of 
the laws or Constitution of Montana, up to the first day of June, 1917, and anno- 
tations to the decisions of the Supreme Court of California; referring to or in any 
way construing laws of that State where such laws are similar to the laws of 
Montana. Such annotations shall state only the title of the case and the names, 
the number of volume and page of report or reports containing such decisions.” 


“Section 12. Form of Publication. The said Codes when so revised and 
compiled shall be known as and referred to as the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1917, and shall be published in two volumes of equal size, quality and power, press 
work and binding, and similar in respect to the type used in the Codes of 1907.” 


“Section 13. Payment of Publisher. On the certificate of the Secretary of 
State that he has received one thousand ‘sets of said Codes, printed and bound in 
accordance with said contract, the Auditor of the State is directed to draw his war- 
rant in favor of the publisher of said Codes for the amount of money due to him 
under said contract, and the Treasurer of the State is hereby authorized to pay 
the said warrant out of any moneys in his hands not otherwies appropriated.” 


“Section 14. Bond of Contractor. The publisher to whom ‘said contract 
is awarded must execute to the State of Montana a good and sufficient bond in 
the sum of ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of said contract.” 


“Section 15. Distribution of Revised Codes. The Secretary of State, upon 
receipt of said published Codes, shall distribute the same or as many of them as 
may be necessary, in the same manner and to the same officers and offices as Ses- 
sion Laws are distributed.” 


That Section 6 of said Senate Bill No. 127 be renumbered “Section 16” but 
otherwise to remain as set forth in said Senate Bill No. 127. 


That Section 17 be added to read as follows: ‘“‘Section 17. All Acts and 
parts of Acts in conflict with this Act are hereby repealed.” 


That Section 17 of said Senate Bill No. 127 be renumbered to read “Section 
18” but otherwise said section to remain as originally provided in said Senate Bill 
No. 127. 

And that, as amended, as hereinabove set forth, said Bill be concurred in.

Lusk: Ag a substitute, I move that S. B. No. 127 be placed on General Or- 
ders. :
